To hear and act on the report of the Committee 
appointed under Article 18 of the Warrant for the Annual Town 
Meeting for the year 1941, relative to High School Addition, or other- 
wise act thereon. 


Article 24. To hear and act on the report of the Committee 
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appointed under Article 22 of the Warrant for the Annual Town 


Meeting for the year 1941, relative to the Collection of Refuse, or 
otherwise act thereon. 


Article 25. To see if the Town will vote to accept Chapter 140, 
Sections 132 to 136 inclusive, of the General Laws, and as amended 
by Section 56 of Chapter 451 of the Acts and Resolves of the year 
1939, relative to Smoke Nuisance, or otherwise act thereon. 


Article 26. To see whether the Town will erect a temporary 
honor roll in honor of citizens and inhabitants, whose service in the 
armed forces of the United States, in the immense conflict called 
World War II, is duly accredited to the Town of Natick, appropriate 
money to pay for the same, or otherwise act thereon. 


Article 27. To see if the Town will vote to appropriate a sum of 
money, for the uses of the War Finance Committee, or otherwise act 
thereon.

QUESTION No. 1 
PROPOSED AMENDMENT TO THE CONSTITUTION 


Shall an amendment to the constitution to provide for a Fair, 
Concise Summary, instead of a Description, of Each Proposed 
Amendment to the Constitution and Each Law submitted to the 
People, under the Initiative and the Referendum, and Certain Changes 
relative to the Filing of Initiative Petitions which is further described 
as follows :— 


This amendment amends Article XLVIII of the Amendments to 
the Constitution by striking out section three under the heading “The 
Initiative. II. Initiative Petitions” and inserting in place thereof a 
new section which provides,— 


That an initiative petition for a constitutional amendment or a 
law shall first be signed by ten qualified voters of the Commonwealth 
and shall be submitted to the Attorney General not later than the 
first Wednesday of the August before the assembling of the General 
Court into which it is to be introduced. It may be filed with the 
Secretary of the Commonwealth if the Attorney General shall certify 
that the measure and its title are in proper form and that it is not, 
affirmatively or negatively, substantially the same as any measure 
which has been qualified for submission or submitted to the people 
at either of the two preceding biennial state elections, and that it 
contains only subjects not excluded from the popular initiative and 
which are related or which are mutually dependent. 


The Secretary shall provide blanks for the use of subsequent 
signers. He shall print at the top of each blank a fair, concise 
summary of the proposed measure, as determined by the Attorney 
General as it will appear upon the ballot, together with the names 
and residences of the first ten signers. All such petitions, with the 
first ten signatures attached, shall be filed with the Secretary not 
earlier than the first Wednesday of the September before the assem- 
bling of the Legislature into which they are to be introduced, and 
the remainder of the required signatures shall be filed not later than 
the first Wednesday of the following December. 


Section 3 of that part of said Article XLVIII under the heading 
“The Referendum. III. Referendum Petitions” is also amended by 
striking out the second sentence of such section and inserting in place 
thereof provisions that the Secretary shall provide blanks for the 
use of signers of a referendum petition on a law requesting that the 
operation of such law be suspended subsequent to the first ten signers 
and shall print at the top of each blank a fair, concise summary of 
the proposed law as determined by the Attorney General as it will 
appear upon the ballot, together with the names and residences of 
the first ten signers. 


Section 4 of that part of said Article XLVIII under the heading 
“The Referendum. III. Referendum Petitions” is also amended by 
striking out the third sentence of such section and inserting in place 
thereof provisions that the Secretary shall provide blanks for the use 
of signers subsequent to the first ten signers of a referendum petition 
asking for the repeal of an emergency law or of a law which takes 
effect because the referendum petition does not contain a request for 
suspension, and shall print at the top of each blank a fair, concise 
summary of the proposed law as such summary will appear on the 
ballot together with the names and residences of the first ten signers. 
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Article XLVIII is further amended by striking out subheading 
“III. Form of Ballot” and subheading “IV. Information for Voters” 
under the heading “General Provisions” and inserting in place thereof 
new subheadings III and IV, which provide, respectively : 


Ill. Form of Ballot. 


A fair, concise summary of each proposed amendment to the 
Constitution and each law submitted to the people, as determined by 
the Attorney General shall be printed on the ballot. The Secretary 
shall give each question a number and cause such question, except as 
otherwise authorized in said article of amendment, to be printed on 
the ballot in the following form: 


In the case of an amendment to the constitution: Do you approve 
of the adoption of an amendment to the constitution summarized 
below, (here state, in distinctive type, whether approved or disap- 
proved by the general court, and by what vote thereon)?

IV. Information for Voters. 


The Secretary shall print and send to each registered voter the 
full text of every measure to be submitted to the people, together 
with a copy of the legislative committee’s majority and minority 
reports, with the names of the majority and minority members and a 
fair, concise summary of the measure as such summary will appear 
on the ballot, and, in such manner as may be provided by law, other 
arguments for and against the measure,— 
which proposed amendment was approved by the General Court and 
in a joint session of the two branches held July 8, 1941, received 201 
votes in the affirmative and 2 in the negative, and in a joint session 
of the two branches held May 12, 1943, received 214 votes in the 
affirmative and 5 in the negative,—be approved? 


QUESTION No. 2 
PROPOSED AMENDMENT TO THE CONSTITUTION 


Shall an amendment to the constitution to provide that the 
General Court may prescribe the terms and conditions under which 
pardons of offences which are felonies may be granted which is fur- 
ther described as follows :— 


This article of amendment to the Constitution of Massachusetts 
annuls Article VIII of section 1 of chapter II of Part the Second of 
the Constitution, which vested the Governor, by and with the advice 
of the Council, with the full and unrestricted power of pardoning 
offences of which a person is convicted, except such as persons may 
be convicted of before the Senate by an impeachment of the House, 
and adopts a new Article VIII in place thereof. 


This new Article VIII vests the pardoning power in the Governor, 
by and with the advice of the Council, but provides further that if 
the offence to be pardoned is a felony the Legislature shall have 
power to prescribe the terms and conditions upon which a pardon 
may be granted. 


The new Article VIII contains the same provision as the old with 
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relation to the ineffectiveness of pardons granted before a convic- 
tion,— 

which proposed amendment was approved by the General Court and 
in a joint session of the two branches held July 8, 1941, received 199 
votes in the affirmative and 1 in the negative, and in a joint session 
of the two branches held May 12, 1943, received 198 votes in the 
affirmative and 0 in the negative, —be approved? 


QUESTION No. 3 
PROPOSED AMENDMENT TO THE CONSTITUTION 


Shall an amendment to the constitution restoring Annual Sessions 
of the General Court and an Annual Budget which is further 
described as follows :— 


This amendment to the Constitution of Massachusetts annuls 
Article LX XII of the Amendments which provided for biennial ses- 
sions of the Legislature and a biennial budget, and makes effective 
those earlier provisions of the Constitution and its Amendments 
which were annulled or affected by said Article LX XII,_— 


which proposed amendment was approved by the General Court and 
in a joint session of the two branches held July 8, 1941, received 172 
votes in the affirmative and 38 in the negative, and in a joint session 
of the two branches held May 12, 1943, received, 188 votes in the 
affirmative and 52 in the negative,—be approved? 


QUESTION No. 4 
PROPOSED AMENDMENT TO THE CONSTITUTION 


Shall an amendment to the constitution providing for Absent 
Voting by Qualified Voters who by Reason of Physical Disability are 
unable to vote in Person which is further described as follows :— 


This amendment to the Constitution of Massachusetts annuls 
Article XLV of the Amendments to the Constitution which related 
to absentee voting and adopts in its place a new Article XLV which 
authorizes the Legislature to provide for voting, in the choice of any 
officer to be elected or upon any question submitted at an election, 
by qualified voters of the Commonwealth who at the time of such an 
election are absent from the city or town of which they are inhabi- 
tants or are unable by reason of physical disability to cast their votes 
in person,— 
which proposed amendment was approved by the General Court and 
in a joint session of the two branches held July 8, 1941, received 171 
votes in the affirmative and 30 in the negative, and in a joint session 
of the two branches held May 12, 1943, received 184 votes in the 
affirmative and 61 in the negative,—be approved? 


QUESTION No. 5 
LAW SUBMITTED UPON REFERENDUM AFTER PASSAGE 


Shall a law described as follows:—This law amends chapter 271 
of the General Laws by striking out section 22A, as previously 
amended, and inserting in place thereof a new section 22A, which 
provides that conducting or promoting a game of whist or bridge in 
connection with which prizes are offered to be won by chance, or 
allowing such a game to be conducted or promoted, shall not authorize 
the prosecution, arrest or conviction of any person for such acts 
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under chapter 271 of the General Laws, which deals with crimes 
against public policy, if the entire proceeds of the charges for admis- 
sion to such game are donated solely to charitable, civic, educational, 
fraternal or religious purposes. This new section does not contain, 
as did the section now stricken out, provisions authorizing the licens- 
ing and conducting of the game of beano,— 

which section was approved by both branches of the General Court 
by vote not recorded,—be approved? 


To obtain a full expression of opinion voters should vote on all 
three of the following questions :— 


(a) If a voter desires to permit the sale in this town of any 
and all alcoholic beverages to be drunk on and off the premises where 
sold, he will vote “Yes” on all three questions. 


’ (b) If he desires to permit the sale herein of wines and malt 
beverages only to be drunk on and off the premises where sold, he 
will vote “No” on question one, “Yes” on question two and “No” on 
question three. 


(c) If he desires to permit the sale herein of all alcoholic bev- 
erages but only in packages, so called, not to be drunk on the 
premises where sold, he will vote “No” on questions one and two and 
“Yes” on question three. 


(d) If he desires to permit the sale herein of wines and malt 
beverages to be drunk on and off the premises where sold and in 
addition other alcoholic beverages but only in packages, so called, 
not to be drunk on the premises where sold, he will vote “No” on 
question one and “Yes” on questions two and three. 


(e) If he desires to prohibit the sale herein of any and all 
alcoholic beverages whether to be drunk on or off the premises where 
sold, he will vote “No” on all three questions. 


1. Shall licenses be granted in this city (or town) for the sale 
therein of all alcoholic beverages (whisky, rum, gin, malt beverages, 
wines and all other alcoholic beverages) ? 


2. Shall licenses be granted in this city (or town) for the sale 
therein of wines and malt beverages (wines and beer, ale and all 
other malt beverages) ? 


3. Shall licenses be granted in this city (or town) for the sale 
therein of all alcoholic beverages in packages, so called, not to be 
drunk on the premises? 


And you are directed to serve this Warrant by posting attested 
copies thereof in each of the post offices in said Natick and at the 
following public places in said Town, to wit: Entrance to Select- 
men’s room and Street Entrance to Concert Hall in Natick; Engine 
House, South Natick; Hose 4 House, Felchville; Standard Oil Sta- 
tion, Sunnyside; Hose House, North Natick; Hose House, Everett 
Street; Cashman’s Market, East Natick; Hanna’s store, West 
Natick ; Ulrich’s store, South Natick; and Central Fire Station, 
Natick; seven days at least, before said November 7, 1944; also by 
causing an attested copy of said Warrant to be published once if the 
newspapers called “The Natick Herald” and “The Natick Bulletin,” 


said publications to be seven days at least before the day appointed 
for said meeting. 
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Hereof fail not and make due return of this Warrant, with your 
doings thereon at the time and place of said meeting.

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REPORT OF WORLD WAR II MEMORIAL 
COMMITTEE 


The World War II Memorial Committee appointed in 1944 sub- 
mits the following report. 


The committee has established headquarters at the School 
Department Office in the Senior High School Building. Thursday 
evenings of each week, as long as necessary, have been designated 
as the regular meeting time. 


Many types of honor rolls already erected in various towns as 
well as the numerous drawings of proposed memorials that have been 
presented by concerns in this particular business have been thorough- 
ly studied by the committee. As a result of this study the committee 
believes that the amount of money, appropriated at the annual town 
meeting in March 1944, is inadequate, due in part to the great 
increase in numbers of those in service since the original cost was 
determined, to care for the purchase, erection, and landscaping of a 
suitable honor roll for the town of Natick and has therefore prepared 
an article in the town warrant for the consideration of the voters. 


Approximately three thousand questionnaires have been prepared 
and made available to the people of Natick through various business 
establishments, churches, schools, and other public places. The 
questionnaire which asks for information relative to the individual 
who has served or who is now serving in the armed forces of the 
United States, should be filled out by an immediate member of the 
serviceman’s family and sent to the office of the World War II 
Memorial Committee. To date approximately eleven hundred ques- 
tionnaires have been returned which is, according to some statistics, 
about fifty percent of those eligible for such recognition. 


The committee is ready, providing an additional sum is appro- 
priated which with the original appropriation will adequately care for 
the cost of a suitable honor roll, to have erected in the immediate 
future, a memorial which will do honor to the men and women who 
have served in this great world conflict.

I submit herewith my report of an audit of the books and 
accounts of the Town of Natick for the period from August 28, 1941, 
to December 18, 1943, made in accordance with the provisions of 
Chapter 44, General Laws. This is in the form of a report made to 
me by Mr. Herman B. Dine, Assistant Director of Accounts.

Sir: 


As directed by you, I have made an audit of the books and 
accounts of the Town of Natick for the period from August 28, 1941, 
the date of the previous examination, to December 18, 1943, and sub- 
mit the following report thereon: 


The records of financial transactions of the several departments 
receiving or disbursing funds for the Town or committing bills for 
collection were examined and checked for the period covered by the 
audit. 


The books and accounts in the Town Accountant’s office were 
examined and checked in detail. The general and appropriation 
ledger accounts were analyzed and proved. The recorded receipts 
were Compared with the Treasurer’s cash book, while the payments ° 
as entered were checked with the Treasurer’s cash book and with the 
treasury warrants. 


The appropriations, transfers and loans authorized, as recorded 
on the ledgers, were checked with the Town Clerk’s records of Town 
Meeting votes and with the Finance Committee’s authorization of 
transfers from the reserve fund. 


A trial balance was taken off, numerous adjusting and correcting 
entries resulting from the audit were made, and a balance sheet, 
which is appended to this report, was prepared showing the financial 
condition of the Town as of December 18, 1943. 
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It was noted that appropriations were voted in 1942 and 1943 for 
unpaid bills of prior years. Attention in this connection is called to 
Chapter 179, Acts of 1941, which provides that such appropriations 
may be voted at an annual town meeting by a four-fifths vote or at 
a special town meeting by a nine-tenths vote of the voters present 
and voting, and which further provides for the signing and filing of 
certain certificates with each bill or payroll paid from an appropria- 
tion for bills of previous years. 


It was again noted that compensation was being paid in certain 
instances to members of elective boards for services rendered, in 
addition to the salary fixed by vote of the Town for the members of 
these boards under Section 108, Chapter 41, General Laws. Attention 
is hereby called to Section 4A, Chapter 41, General Laws, which reads 
as follows: 

“Except as otherwise expressly provided, a town board 
may, if authorized by vote of the town, appoint any member 
thereof to another town office or position for the term pro- 
vided by law, if any, otherwise for a term not exceeding one 
year. The salary of any such appointee shall be fixed by vote 
of the town, notwithstanding the provisions of section one 
hundred and eight. In this section, the word “town” shall 
not include city.” 


The books and accounts of the Town Treasurer’ were examined 
and checked in detail. The recorded receipts were analyzed and 
compared with the records of the several departments in which 
money was collected for the Town or in which charges originated, 
with the other sources from which money was paid into the town 
treasury, and with the Accountant’s books. The recorded payments 
were checked with the warrants authorizing the disbursement of 
Town funds and with the records in the Accountant’s office. 


The Treasurer’s cash book footings were verified, and a recon- 
ciliation of the cash balance on December 18, 1943, was made by 
actual count of cash in the office and by proving the bank balances 
with statements furnished by the banks of deposits. 


The payments on account of maturing debt and interest were 
verified by comparison with the amounts falling due and with the 
cancelled securities and coupons on file. 


The savings bank books and securities representing the invest- 
ment of the trust and retirement funds in the custody of the Treas- 
urer were examined. The income was proved and all transactions 
were verified and compared with the Treasurer’s and the Accountant’s 
books. 


The Treasurer’s records of tax titles held by the Town were 
examined and checked in detail. The taxes transferred to the tax 
title account were compared with the Tax Collector’s books, the 
recorded redemptions on account of tax titles were checked to the 
Treasurer’s cash book, and the tax titles disclaimed and foreclosed 
were compared with recorded affidavits on file. The tax titles held 
on December 18, 1943, were listed and checked with the records in 
the Registry of Deeds. 

The books and accounts of the Collector of Taxes were examined 
and checked in detail. The tax accounts outstanding at the time of 
the previous examination and all subsequent commitments of taxes 
were audited and checked in detail.

The Collector’s cash books were footed, the recorded collections 
were compared with the payments to the Treasurer and with the 
Accountant’s books, and the recorded abatements were checked with 
the Assessors’ records of abatements granted. 


The outstanding taxes and assessments were listed and reconciled 
with the Accountant’s ledger and were further verified by mailing 
notices to a large number of persons whose names appeared on the 
books as owing money to the Town. Replies were received from four 
taxpayers claiming payment and upon investigation it was found that 
the payments made had not been recorded on the books of the Tax 
Collector. 


Considerable time was spent in reconciling the tax accounts due 
to numerous errors. It was necessary to check in detail all cash, tax 
title, and abatement postings in order to locate these clerical errors. 


It is recommended that the cash collections be proved daily with 
the stubs and with the entries on the various cash books, and that 
all collections be paid over to the Town Treasurer at least once each 
week, as required by Section 2, Chapter 60, General Laws. 


A detailed list of the outstanding taxes was given to the Collector 
which should facilitate the settlement of these accounts. 


The financial accounts of the Town Clerk were examined and 
checked. The recorded receipts from dog and sporting licenses were 
checked and the payments to the Town and to the State were 
verified. 


The records of water and sewer charges were examined and 
checked. The collections as recorded were compared with the pay- 
ments to the Treasurer, the abatements were checked, and the out- 
standing accounts were listed and reconciled with the Accountant’s 
ledger. 


The outstanding accounts were verified by mailing notices to a 
number of persons whose names appeared on the books as owing 
money to the Town, the replies received thereto indicating that the 
accounts as listed are correct. 


The records of the receipts of the Morse Institute Library and 
of the Young People’s Library from fines, rentals, etc., were examined 
and checked, the payments to the Library Treasurer being verified 
and the cash on hand being proved by actual count. 


The accounts of the Library Treasurer were examined and 
checked. The securities and savings bank books representing the 
investment of the trust funds of the Morse Institute were examined. 
The income and disbursements were checked and compared with the 
Treasurer’s books. 


The books and accounts of the Treasurer of Trustees of the 
Leonard Morse Hospital were examined and checked in detail. The 
savings bank books representing the investments of funds were ex- 
amined, the income was proved, and the disbursements were checked. 


The securities and savings bank books representing the invest- 
ments of the trust funds in the custody of the Board of Public Wel- 
fare were examined, the income and expenditures being verified. 


In addition to the departments mentioned, the recorded receipts 
of the Selectmen, Sealer of Weights and Measures, Building 
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and Plumbing Inspector, and of the Police, Fire, Health, and School 
Departments, as well as of all other departments not previously men- 
tioned, were examined and checked in detail, the payments to the 
Town ‘Treasurer being compared with the Treasurer’s and the 
Accountant’s books. 


Appended to this report, in addition to the balance sheet, are 
tables showing a reconciliation of the Town Treasurer’s cash, sum- 
maries of tax, assessment, tax title, sewer, water and departmental 
accounts, as well as tables showing the condition of the various trust 
funds. 


For the cooperation received from the several officials during the 
progress of the audit, I wish, on behalf of my assistants and for my- 
self, to express appreciation.

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REPORT OF THE DEPARTMENT OF PUBLIC 
WELFARE 


January 12, 1945. 
To the Honorable Board of Selectmen: 


We respectfully submit herewith the report of the Public Wel- 
fare Department for the year ending December 31, 1944. 


_ Home Relief Administration includes General Relief, Aid to 
Dependent Children and Old Age Assistance. Wartime employment 
has made inroads on the case loads of each category. While case 
loads dropped, the cost per case increased due to rising living costs 
which necessitated higher assistance budgets for all programs. There 
has been a growing change in emphasis of service from the financial 
to the health, morale, family relationships, and situational aspects of 
people’s problems. We are increasingly realizing that the word 
“Welfare” is a much broader term than “Relief” or “Assistance.” 
Because of the increased costs of living, the Budgets were necessarily 
revised to cover the essential needs. 


The many changes on Old Age Assistance made by law have 
resulted in increasing the difficulties in the administration of this pro- 
gram. The requirement that children shall contribute a specified 
percentage of their earnings over and above a designated exemption 
or else face court action, has added greatly to the time consuming 
task of dealing with the aged recipients. Another change was that of 
establishing a standard budget of a mandatory nature for the entire 
State effective September 8, 1943. The financial result was an 
increase in the cost per case throughout the State. 


Public assistance programs have and are developing so rapidly 
that agencies find it necessary to review their policies and methods of 
relief. Administrative bodies have come to realize more and more 
that fundamental needs of people must be met sensibly and practica- 
bly. Relief is based upon need and that need is always individual, 
varying with many persons and ever changing with each person. 


A recent report of the Recess Commission on a study of Old Age 
Assistance has caused many bills to be filed with the Legislature 
which, if enacted, in our opinion would greatly increase the costs of 
this category. 


For a complete list of receipts and expenditures of our depart- 
ment we refer you to the Auditor’s report. 


Thanking all those who in any way have assisted us in the per- 


formance of our duties, especially the Clergy and the Leonard Morse 
Hospital.

THE COMMON 


We had an excellent spring. With a new application of fertilizer 
and grass seed the grounds were put in good shape.

REPORT OF RECREATIONAL FACILITIES 
COMMITTEE 


January 15, 1945. 
To the Honorable Board of Selectmen. 


Gentlemen: 


The report of the Recreational Facilities Committee for 1943 
recommended the completion of the grading and seeding of the foot- 
ball field at Memorial Park; the development of complete layout and 
construction plans for the erection of concrete stands complete with 
locker, shower, and dressing rooms; the completion of a cinder run- 
ning track; the construction of baseball fields, etc. The first step of 
this recommendation has been completed, namely, the grading and 
seeding of the football field. 


Plans have been prepared by a competent architect for the com- 
plete project. To quote from the architect’s report, “To sum up, then, 
the plan seems to make use of practically every available inch of the 
area. There is included an ideal football gridiron and running track. 
There are either two major baseball diamonds,—one perfect and one 
slightly inferior, or one excellent major diamond and one excellent 
softball diamond. There are four perfectly oriented tennis courts. 
There is space for ice hockey in winter, and while the south ball 
diamond is not in use, spring football practice could be held on the 
secondary football field even while a baseball game was going on on 
the north diamond. This means that either spring or fall the main 
gridiron could be saved when necessary so that it would be in first 
class shape for the major contests. It is also to be noted that both 
baseball diamonds can be used and crowds can come and go from 
them without crossing the oval which adds to the possibility of 
keeping this gridiron in perfect shape.” 


Your committee is prepared to proceed with the next step when- 
ever conditions warrant it. Our future recommendations will be 
greatly influenced by the progress of the War and the consequent 
availability of men and materials. However, we have introduced an 
article in the Town Warrant to make possible the maintenance of the 
present development or the completion of some or all of the project 
as conditions warrant.

_ There were 155 automobile accidents investigated during the year 
which is 25 more than the previous year. Of these 58 resulted in 
personal injuries which is 5 more than the previous year. 


During the year 3 fatal motor vehicle accidents occurred in 
Natick, resulting in 4 deaths, being one more than in the year 1944, 
which are summarized as follows: 


On March 5, 1944, two brothers, ages 19 and 20 years respectively, 
of Worcester, died as result of injuries they received when the alleged 
stolen automobile in which they were riding struck a pole on Wor- 
cester Street, near New Hampshire Avenue. 


A male operator age 38 years died on June 25, 1944 as a result 
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of injuries that he received when his car left the road and struck 
certain cement posts on Worcester Street, near Willow Bridge. 


At Lincoln Square on July 16, 1944, a female age 32 years, was 
killed as the result of injuries that she received when the auto that 
she was riding in struck a post. The operator of said auto was 
arrested and charged with manslaughter, operating under the influ- 
ence of intoxicating liquor and operating negligently. 


Remarks 


Inasmuch as the Town has received $600. in settlement of the law 
suit brought against the Aetna Casualty and Surety Company for 
damages resulting from the faulty cast stone in the construction of 
the Police Building in the year 1938, I now urge that the necessary 
steps be taken to rectify the existing condition of the cast stone in 
said building. 


The two police cruisers which have been in use for the past four 
years are now requiring considerable repairs but with the services of 
our janitor who is familiar with such repairs we hope to keep them 
in running condition until new cars can be purchased. 


In conclusion I wish to thank those who have assisted me and 
cooperated in the work of the department.

BUILDINGS AND GROUNDS 
Central Station 
This building is in fair condition, a section of the tin roof over 
the old Police Station leaks and must be repaired this year. 


The walls and ceiling on the apparatus floor should be painted 
this year. The tower is in need of repairs as the roof leaks. 
Felchville Station 
This building is in good condition. 
South Natick Station 


This building is in very poor condition. I recommend that a small 
amount of money be spent on this building this year to make repairs 
which are necessary. 


I have submitted to the Post War Committee, an estimate for a 
(2) two door bungalow type station, in a different location, that will 
answer the needs of protection in this section of the Town for many 
years. 


FIRE ALARM 


The fire alarm system has been kept in good working order this 
past year. Tests have been made each month of all boxes. Nine 
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phantom box locations have been established this past year. This 
was done so that apparatus and men would know more definitely the 
location of a fire, as some of the outlying boxes cover a large area. 


Two sets of batteries must be replaced this year on circuits three 
and four. These are now ten years old. 


We have on hand at present two miles of wire that was pur- 
chased to replace old iron wire on Union and Eliot Streets. 


The September hurricane caused several breaks in the lines which 
were repaired as soon as possible. 


Ten boxes were changed to new pole locations. All the boxes 
should be repainted this coming year. 


~The work on the fire alarm system can be done from our regular 
appropriation in the budget. 


APPARATUS 


‘The fire apparatus is in good condition. Batteries on three of the 
trucks must be replaced this year. 


We have the Maxim 750 gallon pumping engine which is now 23 
years old. This truck is used to answer boxes in the center of the 
Town where more hose might be needed. 


CIVILIAN DEFENSE 


The Auxiliary Fire Department has at present about 40 men fully 
trained. Due to a letter received from State Headquarters of Civilian 
Defense, it will be necessary to ask for more men to join the auxili- 
ary. 

These men will be given a course of instruction in all phases of 
fire fighting. 

During the past year we returned to the Government, (1) skid 
unit pump which was in storage at the Central Station. 


During the past year the Chief of the Department, Lyman 
Brown, and Private Franklin Harris entered the armed service of our 
country, also two of our Callmen, William Wilson and Nicholas 
Ortenzi. We now have 17 members of this Department in the service. 


I wish, at this time, to extend to the Honorable Board of Select- 
men, Town Officials, Business Men and Citizens, who have given me 
their splendid cooperation in keeping the Fire Department up to the 
high standard of efficiency that is expected of it, my sincere thanks.

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REPORT OF THE INSPECTOR OF ANIMALS 


January, 1945.

Gentlemen: 


The inspection of all neat cattle, sheep, swine and goats, as 
required by the Department of Agriculture, Division of Livestock 
Disease Control, was made during the year. 


During 1944 six persons were bitten on the face. Anti-rabic 
treatment was administered in four cases as advised by the State 
Department of Public Health. In one of these cases the dog was not 
located. Two persons refused the anti-rabic treatment. 


Three hundred and fifty-two dogs received the inoculations 
against rabies at our annual clinics. No cases of rabies were reported 
during the year. 


As in previous years a number of dogs were examined by me for 
various reasons. Ninety-eight dogs were placed under quarantine 
for the regulation period of fourteen days, as required by the Live- 
stock Disease Control, after which they were released. These dogs 
were reported to the Health Department as having bitten one or 
more persons.

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REPORT OF WAR PRICE AND RATIONING 
BOARD No. 136.215 
For the Year of 1944 


To the Honorable Board of Selectmen of the Town of Natick: 


- The Natick War Price and Rationing Board is composed of ten 
members, certified by the Regional Office of Price Administration. 
They are unpaid workers who give generously of their time and 
effort, representing the interests of the fifteen to sixteen thousand 
residents of this town. Board meetings are held on Monday and 
Thursday evenings of each week from seven until nine o’clock at the 
office of the Board at 32 Main Street. 


The Board has a staff of five clerks, all receiving salaries and 
appointments under Civil Service regulations. Added to the regular 
staff is a list of volunteer clerical workers who may be called upon 
for peak-load work, with one volunteer giving regular work each 
week. This volunteer service is invaluable and very much appre- 
ciated. 


Under the War Price and Rationing program this office has con- 
tact with practically every local resident at some time during the year 
and in many instances several times during that period, as rationing 
starts with the issuance of books when new citizens are born and 
ends with the death of residents, when books are recalled. 


Besides the issuance of ration books, food points are issued for 
all institutional needs and to the various organizations. Gasoline is 
rationed individually from this office; automatic renewals (except in 
the cases of quarterly transport rations alloted by the Office of 
Defense Transportation) are never made. Oil issuances are made to 
a large percentage of the buildings and homes in Natick—not just 
once a year but with each change of tenantcy, as adjustments must 
be made with family requirements. The applications for tires, the 
first commodity to be rationed, are steadily increasing in number. 
There were 1,600 shoe stamps given out during the year. This meant 
the processing of 1,600 applications and the addressing and mailing 
of 1,600 envelopes. And at that, shoes are one of our lesser lines. 
The majority of our service men and women make the Rationing 
Board their first stop when they come home on leave or furlough. 
While the stove quota is so small that the issuing of certificates is a 
small matter, the processing of the applications requires considerable 
time. Price Control is becoming more necessary as the war pro- 
gresses. All stores and services are subject to rigid checking. Viola- 
tions are investigated and complaints are adjusted. All transfer of 
passenger cars and commercial vehicles must go through the hands 
of the Price Control clerk before the transactions can be completed. 
Our files contain approximately 45,000 applications and documents, 
many of which are in daily use. 
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While regulations do not always permit the issuance of the 
rations applied for, the Chairman of the Board requires of the clerks, 
at all times, courteous and impartial treatment of every person who 
visits the office. 


I take this opportunity to express my appreciation, and that of 
all members of the Board and staff, for the understanding attitude of 
the majority of persons who come to the Rationing Board and their 
acceptance of the restrictions imposed on all of us by this war.

Inspections of paper or fibre cartons, pedlers’ licenses, milk jars, 
coal certificates, wholesale milk cans, transient vendors, clinical 
thermometers, pedlers’ scales, ice scales, junk scales, ice cream cans, 
oil jars, miscellaneous, and the marking of bread, numbered 646. 
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A total of 128 tests were made of the following: Approved paper 
cartons, Mass. Standard boxes, berry baskets, manufacturers’ sealed 
milk jars, miscellaneous, and re-tests of gasoline devices after sealing. 


During the past year an unusually large quantity of packaged 
goods, shipped from supply houses to the local stores, has been found 
to be deficient in weight. The excuse offered by the wholesalers for 
this condition is that the shortages are chargeable to the youth and 
inexperience of the weighers, who, because of war conditions are 
filling places left vacant by more competent men. 


It is noteworthy however and, to my mind, significant that in the 
more serious cases of inaccurate weighing, the errors are always in 
deficiency. 


The table under the caption, “Re-weighing of Commodities,” 
filed with this report, is a record of routine weighings at all the stores 
of the town, and is not a complete picture, as sometimes a whole 
consignment is condemned after a few samples have been weighed. 
In such cases, each package in the consignment is re-weighed by the 
seller and when necessary, refilled before it can be placed on sale. 


The local merchants, although under-staffed, have been most 
cooperative; nevertheless the buying public is urged at all times, but 
especially during this era of swollen prices and rationing, to be sure 
that they get sixteen ounces to every pound. Also to accept nothing 
sold by liquid measure that is not properly filled and marked with a 
statement of quantity of the contents. 


I wish to express my sincere thanks to Inspector James J. Daw- 
son of the Division of Standards and to all others who have assisted 
me in the performance of my duties.

Gentlemen: 


I herewith submit my report as Inspector of Milk and Dairies 
for the year ending December 31, 1944. 


Sixty-four licenses to sell Milk and Cream in Natick were issued 
during 1944. JLocal dealers, 5; Outside dealers, 17; Stores and 
restaurants, 42. Six pasteurization licenses were issued and twenty- 
three oleomargarine licenses. 


Approximately 5,500 quarts of pasteurized milk were sold daily in 
Natick. 225 quarts of pasteurized cream and about 100 quarts of cer- 
tified, buttermilk and skim were sold daily. 


Our main supply of milk comes from Maine, New Hampshire and 
Vermont. Each month samples were collected by me from ail the 
dairies supplying milk and cream to Natick and examined in our 
laboratory by the Chemist and Bacteriologist. 161 samples were 
examined during 1944. 


Local dairies were inspected and scored as required by the State 
Milk Control Board. Outside dairies were inspected by their local 
Inspector or by the Inspector from the State Milk Control Board.

Gentlemen: 


161 samples of milk representing 21 dairies were examined in the 
laboratory during the year 1944. 


The examination included the determination of fat and total 
solids content, and the microscopical examination for the presence of 
dirt, cells, and excess numbers of bacteria. All the samples were 
satisfactory in every test. 


The number of dairies serving the town has again decreased and 
accounts for the smaller number of samples collected and examined.

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REPORT OF THE TRUSTEES 


The Trustees are pleased to submit their report for the year 
ended December 31, 1944. 


In this most difficult year for all hospitals, the Leonard Morse 
Hospital has been fortunate in being able to keep all departments 
open throughout the year and in meeting all emergencies. To do this 
has been a trying job due to the changing personnel and difficulties 
in Securing sufficient help on account of the war time situation. The 
accomplishment bespeaks the loyalty, interest and sacrifices of the 
individuals who make up the organization. 


The Nursing service has been very busy trying to absorb new 
groups into service. There have been inactive nurses coming back 
to serve. Many of these have home responsibilities, which neces- 
sarily limits their hours of work. 


Then there are the Red Cross Nurses Aides. The Trustees can- 
not praise too highly these women whose work has been of inestima- 
ble value. Without them we could not have cared for the number of 
patients requiring hospitalization. They are always smiling, cooper- 
ative and anxious to help in every way possible. Regardless of their 
home or business responsibilities, they have responded willingly to 
the Hospital’s call for help. 


Few people realize the extensive scale of the Hospital Organiza- 
tion. The Hospital kitchen in 1944 served 110,595 meals; 1749 patients 
were cared for at a total cost of $128,851.60. The Hospital laundry 
and housekeeping division work continuously to maintain an adequate 
supply of immaculate linen and uniforms and to keep the surround- 
ings clean. The twenty-four hours per day, seven days per week, 
demand a permanent staff for maintenance. The Hospital has its own 
storerooms, laboratory, accounting office, etc., and all departments, 
each a complete unit in itself, must function efficiently and coopera- 
tively. 


The reduced availability of nurses has placed a_ necessary 
restriction on cases admitted. This trend is general throughout the 
country. Consequently, while the Hospital must be operated below 
its normal maximum capacity, it is not possible to reduce propor- 
tionately the overhead or fixed operating expense. The cost per 
patient has increased to $7.57. Materials, supplies, food and payroll 
expense likewise have increased. 


The Treasurer’s report shows that the income was sufficient to 
meet expenses again this year. Although considerably reduced, the 
income from the Chickering Fund and other Funds has made this 
possible and once again the Hospital has been able to carry on with- 
out asking for assistance from the Town. The cash balance will be 
reduced some when bills are presented for equipment ordered, but 
not yet delivered. 


The usual maintenance of the buildings and grounds has been 
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kept up. Small repairs, replacements and painting have been com- 
pleted by the employees at minimum cost to the Hospital. The build- 
ings in general are in good repair. The Nurses Home needs 
reshingling and, while it was postponed this year, it must be done in 
a short time. An X-Ray screen has been added to our facilities. An 
Electrocardiograph has been purchased, but not yet delivered. In the 
Laundry, it was necessary to replace a worn out tumbler. Other 
large expenditures are anticipated for the Laundry to replace worn 
out equipment. A new washing machine must be secured as soon as 
conditions permit. 


The Trustees realize fully that additional beds, both in private 
rooms and in wards, will be imperative when conditions are more 
nearly normal. This matter is being seriously considered. 


An inspection of our premises and equipment by the Chief of the 
Fire Department indicates no fire hazards. The Trustees, with the 
advice and cooperation of the Police Department, have made plans 
to cope with any emergency and have instructed all Hospital per- 
sonnel. 


It is encouraging and gratifying to acknowledge several sub- 
stantial legacies: 


$15,000 Trust Fund under will of Frances T. Blaney, “in 
memory of Mr. and Mrs. Alexander Blaney”. 


$52,000 One-half residue of Estate of Frances T. Blaney 
to be used for building purposes, “in memory 
of Mr. and Mrs. Alexander Blaney”. 


$2,604.29 Received from employees of the New England 
Fire Insurance Rating Association and Insur- 
ance Associates of Mr. Ralph Sweetland to be 
known as “The Ralph Sweetland Anniversary 
Fund”. 


There is no greater charity than that of assisting the less for- 
tunate. It must be recognized that many are unable to pay the full 
cost of good hospital care. If they are to have an equal chance for 
recovery of health, the Hospital must be able to give them good care 
at a price they can pay. This is made possible only by endowment 
income and current gifts. 


Miss Winnifred E. Cameron, who had served the Hospital 
efficiently since 1939, tendered her resignation to take effect April 1, 
1944. The Trustees appointed Mrs. Mary M. Dunn Manager. This 
type of organization, new to our Hospital, is proving very satisfac- 
tory. Mrs. Dunn has manifested exceptional capabilities in the 
management of all the Hospital departments and has won the coop- 
eration, support and confidence of the personnel and Staff. Mrs. 
Dunn is being ably assisted by Mrs. Sophie Graham, R.N., Super- 
visor of Nursing, who is doing a most commendable job in this 
department. 


The Trustees feel that a word of commendation is due the 
Manager, the Staff and the employees for upholding the high stand- 
ard of the Hospital, which continues to merit the approval of all the 
recognized groups. 


Joint meetings were arranged for conferences with the Executive 
Committee of the Staff. These conferences have proved to be of 
great value to the Hospital, as they allow an opportunity for the 
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physicians to bring directly to the Trustees such changes as they 
feel might benefit the Hospital. 


On recommendation of the Executive Committee of the Staff, Dr. 
Carmi R. Alden, 270 Commonwealth Avenue, Boston, Massachusetts, 
was appointed to the Courtesy Staff. 


The Board of Trustees wishes to call particular attention to the 
Hospital Honor Roll, listing the Doctors and Nurses in the Service 
of our Country. The Hospital and Community feel a justifiable pride 
in the contributions they are making in practically all battle fronts 
of this global war. 


The Trustees appreciate that under the prevailing conditions 
special recognition is due the Visiting Staff and Consultants. The 
extra burdens imposed on all physicians by the shortage of doctors 
have not reduced their willingness to be of service at all times. 


We are indebted again to the Ladies Aid Association for their 
many kind services and gifts, which have contributed in so many 
ways to the welfare of the Hospital and its patients. The Board is 
deeply appreciative of such cooperative spirit. 


Due to the abnormal conditions, it was deemed advisable by the 
Staff to suspend the tonsilectomy activity which has been sponsored 
for so many years by the Catholic Woman’s Club. This has been a 
very worthwhile project and extremely beneficial to a large number 
of families. 


We would call your attention to the Manager’s Report, noting 
the excellent assistance the Fire Department has given in caring for 
and operating the ambulance. The cooperation of the Fire and Police 
Departments is greatly appreciated. 


The Trustees endorse the expression of gratitude extended by 
the Manager to the individuals and organizations for the many kind- 
nesses and generosities shown the Hospital throughout the year. 


The reports of the Treasurer and Manager follow and are to be 
considered a part of this report.

REPORT OF THE MANAGER FOR THE YEAR 1944 


To the Board of Trustees of the Leonard Morse Hospital, 
Natick, Massachusetts. 


It is with pleasure I present the forty-sixth annual report. 


The year began with a House Patient Census of 36. Admissions 
for the year numbered 1,749, approximately eight percent less than 
the previous year. There were 1,750 patients discharged during the 
year, leaving a census of 35. Forty- five percent of the admissions 
were surgical, thirty-five percent medical and twenty percent as 
Obstetrical. In the Medical group are included 359 newborn.

The hospital has had a good year in spite of the trials besetting 
the world in general and hospitals in particular. 


The policy has not essentially changed. However, since ill health 
necessitated the resignation of Miss Winnifred E. Cameron, R. N., 
as Superintendent, in March, the affairs of the hospital have been 
under a Manager and Supervisor of Nursing. Mrs. Sophie Graham, 
R. N., a Leonard Morse Hospital graduate, has served most capably 
in the latter position. She has made an enviable record in these 
trying times. 


The Medical Staff has been gratifyingly cooperative during the 
past year and excellent medical and surgical care has been given 
throughout the hospital. 


The turnover in the Nursing Staff has been greater than in 
previous years and we have many part-time nurses. With the gener- 
ous help of the Red Cross Volunteer Nurses’ Aides, however, the 
hospital has been able to carry on. 


Miss Elva Blacklock, formerly Assistant Dietitian, replaced Miss 
Marion Whittier in the Dietary Department and has Miss Ellen 
Nolan, a graduate of Regis College, as her assistant. Miss Nolan was 
formerly in the Dietary Department of St. Margaret’s Hospital, 
Dorchester, Massachusetts. 


The Office personnel has not changed. The X-Ray Department 
is now under the direction of Mrs. Irene Herrero. As our Pathol- 
ogist, Reuben Schulz, M. D., has entered military service, Charles 
Branch, M. D., of Boston University Medical School is filling in as 
Pathologist for the present. 


Much minor repair work and redecorating has been done by the 
men employed here at a saving to the hospital. 


The percentage of Blue Cross patients remained about the same 
as last year. This non-profit organization has been of great assist- 
ance to the hospital and has proved invaluable to its subscribers. 


The Ladies’ Aid Association has shown its usual interest in the 
hospital and its patients. During the year it has maintained a well- 
equipped library and a book service for patients twice weekly. It has 
furnished flowers for the hospital wards and gifts for patients at 
Christmas. In addition, through the Association a set of new surgical 
instruments was purchased, a stretcher for the Surgical Floor and 
overbed tables for the Wards. 


The local firemen have again been on ambulance call for the 
hospital for twenty-four hours a day and there were two hundred 
and ten calls during 1944. The Police Department has been most 
cooperative in procuring emergency medication at times. We thank 
these men for their friendly cooperation. 
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Gifts and donations are listed separately in this annual report. 


ae appreciate the generous cooperation of all our friends and thank 
them. 


My personal thanks I extend to the members of the Staff for 
their understanding and helpfulness, to the Trustees for their con- 
fidence, and to the loyal members of the Nursing Staff and Personnel 
for their support.

REPORT OF THE COMMISSIONERS 


To the Board of Selectmen and Citizens: 


In submitting the twenty-fourth annual report of the Commis- 
sioners we wish to make the following important suggestions as 
Post War projects. 


(1) Immediate provisions should be made to further protect our 
present water supply well which was built in 1903 and is 25 feet deep 
and 31 feet in diameter and is fed by underground water filtering 
through the sand or gravel into the well. 


After more than forty years of service the voids in the sand or 
gravel are quite liable through constant use to become clogged. 


Should this condition continue to exist serious complications 
would result. 


To guard against any obstruction that may occur we would 
recommend as a matter of protection that immediate steps be taken 
either by drilling test wells or some other method to ascertain the 
pba irs area covered by our present supply or to locate a new 
supply. 


(2) Immediate provisions should also be made to replace part 
or all of our Water Pumping Equipment which now is very fast 
deteriorating and now is having its pumping capacity very heavily 
strained as can be seen in the following table. 


_ The Barr Pump which was installed in 1903 has now been in ser- 
vice forty-two years. The effective life of this pump was assumed 
to be about thirty years. 


* Military leave of absence. 
** Military substitute. 
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The Worthington Centrifugal Pump was installed in 1924 and 
has been in service twenty-one years. The effective life of this pump 
is about twenty years. 


The following table shows the relative increase of water pumpage 
over the growth of water services.

Highway Division 

All highways have been maintained in the usual manner and are 
in fairly good condition. 

Clifton Road having been accepted by the Town at the March 
1944 Town Meeting has been reconstructed under the Betterment Act 
and the necessary underground drainage provided. 

Sewer Division 

The main sewer lines are in fine working condition and have been 
flushed wherever necessary. 

510 feet of 8-inch V. C. clay sewer pipe was laid in Clifton Road 
and provision made for connections to all houses. 

Water Division | 

The main water lines are in excellent condition and we have had 
very little trouble on account of leakage. 

The 10-inch cast iron main in Pleasant Street (South Natick) 
was extended about 400 feet southeasterly with 8-inch cast iron pipe 
to within 160 feet of the Dover Town Line. 


Hydrants 

One additional hydrant was installed as follows: Pleasant Street

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SCHOOL COMMITTEE REPORT 


Your School Committee respectfully submits its report for the 
year 1944. 


Incorporated with this report and thereby a part of it is the 
report of the Superintendent of Schools, giving in detail a resumé of 
the progress made and forward-looking plans for the present and 
future program of education for the youth of our town. 


Despite necessarily unsettled conditions brought about by war- 
time limitations as to equipment and facilities, the schools must and 
have carried on the work of preparing our young people for the 
responsibilities which some day will be theirs. 


It has been our objective to keep the school system abreast of 
the times educationally that our pupils might not be at a disadvan- 
tage with those of other communities. We have not allowed the 
necessary changes in curriculum to detract from the high standard 
previously maintained, but have fitted in various courses designed to 
give the children a more practical knowledge of those skills essential 
to the successful carrying forward of our war effort. Especially has 
this applied to the boys in the Senior High School, where adequate 
preparation for the part they may be called upon to play in the 
armed forces might be of immediate benefit to them. These changes 
in program have called for alert supervision and the ability on the 
part of those charged with it to grasp the significance of events as 
they present themselves and to be prepared to change many of the 
long-accepted practices of elementary and secondary school educa- 
tion to conform to new requirements. It has been gratifying to see 
the enthusiasm with which the supervisory and teaching personnel 
have risen to the occasion and surmounted the difficulties as they 
have presented themselves for solution. 


Due to many of our teachers entering the armed forces and to 
other changes, there have been many replacements in the staff, but 
so far, we have been fortunate in being able to obtain the services of 
competent substitutes to carry on, with very little disturbance to the 
regular routine. 


The pupil enrollment in the schools is larger now than it has 
been for any one of the last five years. While the Senior High 
School has been dropping since 1941, that of the Elementary and 
Junior High Schools has increased. This increase will begin to affect 
the Senior High School next September and continue for some years, 
as evidenced by the increased elementary enrollment. 


The school housing situation is badly in need of modernizing. As 
many of our buildings are obsolete from a construction and sanitary 
standpoint, they are far from a credit to the Town. A competent 
committee should be appointed to make a complete survey of the 
school housing situation and should make such recommendations to 
the citizens as in their opinion might be necessary to give adequate 
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school accommodations for the future. An article proposing such 
action by the town is to be placed in the warrant for the regular 
town meeting in March. To keep these old buildings in repair is an 
expensive proposition and just a waste of money. Your School Com- 
mittee has definite ideas of what is necessary, but, pending the report 
of a proposed committee composed of representative citizens qualified 
to recommend after a careful survey, we feel that it is better not to 
present them at this time. 


Our playground and athletic field facilities are very inadequate. 
This year’s Thanksgiving Day football game was again played in. 
Framingham making the third consecutive year that it has been 
necessary to hold this annual athletic event out of town. Our 
Coolidge field is not good enough either for the playing of such 
athletic events or for suitable seating capacity. The athletic teams 
of our high school have for years been the object of favorable com- 
ment throughout the state, and such a reputation connected with the 
name of Natick is good advertising for our town. It is well worth 
the investment needed for the real playing field that is now under 
consideration. 


The maintenance of our educational system is by far the largest 
item in the town budget and rightly so. It is of primary importance 
to any community—town, city, state or country. The best educated 
is usually the most successful in coping with all of the problems 
which are a part of our complex civilization. The thing to watch is 
that we get the most for our investment. This is the business with 
which you have charged your School Committee. We are trying to 
mind that business. The detailed report of the Superintendent of 
Schools is worth your careful study if you would know what your 
schools are doing. 


During the year two of our faithful teachers were called to rest— 
Miss Louise M. Sullivan of the Senior High School staff and Miss 
Rose H. Rafferty of the Junior High School. Regret for their pass- 
ing was not confined to those immediately close to them by relation- 
ship or in their work. Many a graduate of the Natick schools will 
remember them with affection not only for their understanding 
efforts as teachers but also for their friendly womanly qualities. 


We take pride in the way our young men and women from 
Natick are bringing honor upon themselves and upon the town by 
their faithful and courageous service in the armed forces of our 
country. There is also a feeling of sorrow, hard to express, which 
we feel for the relatives and friends of those of our boys who have 
been called upon to make the supreme sacrifice. They were our boys 
and for their sake we must carry on in our efforts to bring about a 
world order that will make the call for such sacrifices an impossibility.

To the School Committee: 


The annual report of the Superintendent of Schools is hereby 
submitted for your consideration. 


INTRODUCTORY 


A school system should, and must, in order to be truly effective, 
recognize and make provision for individual pupils under its tutorial 
supervision. It must continually be cognizant of the ever changing 
demands of a socio-economic society—society which may no longer 
be defined in terms of local, state, or national conditions, but which 
must now, more than ever before, include those conditions existing 
over our entire world. That individuals differ in native capacity, in 
rate of growth, and in environmental opportunity is a recognized fact, 
and our public schools are endeavoring to make just provision so that 
all, as far as possible, may have equal opportunity. 


Through the cooperative efforts of your committee, administra- 
tive officers, teachers, and other members of the school personnel, 
much has been accomplished during the past year and this report, 
made up of two parts, including statistical data as well as extracts 
from the reports of various administrators, sets forth to some extent 
evidence of this progressive advance. 


PART 1 
Our Kindergartens 


One year ago this past September the first public school kinder- 
gartens in the town of Natick were established. Four units, located 
then as they are now, due to available facilities, were developed, and 
two kindergarten teachers were employed, one for each two units. 
Children who are residents of our town and who are at least four 
years and eight months old on or before the first day of September 
of the entrance year may be admitted to one of our kindergarten 
schools up to October first, providing they have been vaccinated. Our 
four units of pre-school, as kindergartens are sometimes called, have 
proved to be definitely worthwhile and are a necessary part of our 
school system. 


In an attempt at equality of opportunity for each individual kin- 
dergarten child, the two units that are in session during the morning 
of the first semester are in session during the afternoon of the second 
semester, and the two units that are in session during the afternoon 
of the first semester are in session during the morning of the second 
semester; thus each child has a chance to participate in the program 
during that part of the day that is considered best for growth. One 
not acquainted with kindergarten work might ask and justly so—Why 
is a kindergarten so important? What goes on in a kindergarten? 
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What are the aims and objectives of a modern kindergarten? Why 
should I send my child to kindergarten? Let us stop for a moment 
to consider that child. The average youngster from the very first 
day that he is able to toddle about, to play, up until the time that 
he is old enough to enter the first grade, has known little else but 
the general environment in and about his home, his few playmates, 
his pets, and obedience to the wishes of his parents. And so, on the 
first day of his entrance into the first grade, this child is placed in a 
new and strange environment; he is suddenly told to do certain 
things at a particular time by a total stranger—his teacher. He must 
sit in a definite place, he should not whisper, he should not wander 
about the room, he must do this and he must not do that. Perhaps 
as a result of this new life he becomes confused and totally lost. For 
these and other reasons you should send your child to kindergarten, 
for there is a place where he will be aided in developing good habits, 
in making social adjustments, where worthwhile physical activities, 
rest periods, supervised play, language experiences, as well as music, 
art, nature study, rhythms, and constructive activities are part of the 
everyday program. Much time and attention are given to proper 
health habits, hygiene, and sanitation. Children who may be handi- 
capped by foreign language spoken in the home are aided by exten- 
sive experiences which involve learning and using English. In other 
words, through our kindergartens we offer an excellent type of prep- 
aration for first grade and the beginning of elementary school life 
by a program of sound everyday American living. 


Our Elementary Schools 


Every child between seven and sixteen with certain exceptions 
shall attend a public day school located in the town where he resides 
or some other day school approved by the School Committee; so 
states the law of Massachusetts. The town of Natick, through its 
School Committee, permits children who are at least five years and 
eight months old on or before September first of the entrance year 
to enter grade one, and during the past year and a half has made 
pre-school training available. It is undoubtedly of interest to know 
that practically all towns and cities in the state do admit children 
into the first grade before they are seven and that the average 
entrance age throughout the state is five years and eight months, the 
same as our own. A similar situation exists for the kindergarten. 


During the past few years extensive and conclusive educational 
study has shown that a mental age of approximately six years and 
six months is essential for success in first grade reading, and as a 
result of this research, most educators have come to agree that chil- 
dren should enter grade one at about the age of six years. Pupils in 
our town, however, are allowed to enter elementary school at four 
months younger than the recognized suitable age. For many months, 
much activity has been shown in the elementary schools. Teachers 
and principals have wholeheartedly entered into the work of reor- 
ganization and improvement of curriculum, methods, and instructional 
materials. The study of science through correlation with other 
divisions of our*elementary school procedure has been started, and 
conferences with secondary school science teachers for the purpose 
of developing proper aims and objectives as well as general under- 
standing and agreement, correlation and continuity, have been con- 
ducted. The reading program has recently undergone various changes 
and is continually being developed with regard to reading readiness, 
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methods of promoting growth in word recognition, methods of 
improving meaning vocabularies, methods of improving comprehen- 
sion and increasing speed and accuracy of reading. Reading in itself 
is an expanding, growing, continuing, and practically all-inclusive 
activity and must of necessity be an all-school function. At present 
approximately forty per cent of our elementary teachers are taking 
approved elementary courses, particularly in the field of reading, at 
recognized schools of education in order to become well acquainted 
with the results of modern research, facts, and new methods of teach- 
ing. No longer do we expect that all children in a certain grade or 
classroom are going to learn particular things in the same length of 
time, no longer do we expect to start the second primer with the 
entire group at the same time, nor the fourth reader at the end of a 
particular month, and no longer do we expect that every child should 
be able to do long division or other phases of arithmetic as soon as 
every other child does. Many educators are becoming convinced that 
grades are really nothing but a division to help the administrator and 
teacher keep accurate accounts pertaining to the attendance and 
other routine school matters and that as an educational division, 
grades should be eliminated, allowing the individual to progress at 
his own mental rate without the so-called glamour of promotion or 
“heart-sick” feeling of being held back, that when he is educationally 
ready to enter secondary school he should be allowed to do so pro- 
viding that he has progressed sufficiently physically and socially. 
This procedure is surely worth consideration. 


The past year has shown much valuable progress in the use of 
various standarized tests which includes tests of intelligence, reading 
capacity, and achievement, in addition to tests of vision, hearing, and 
handedness. These tests go a long way in helping the teacher deter- 
mine just where she should place her emphasis in teaching and in 
guiding a particular individual and just how much she can expect if 
he is working to his full capacity. Determination of everyday 
environment and interests also are factors that are considered of 
utmost importance in aiding the normal growth of an individual. 


This fall for the first time our elementary schools had the 
pleasure of witnessing and participating in a “One-Day Reading 
Clinic” sponsored by the School of Education of Boston University. 
On this day experts in the field of reading visited our school system 
where, with the help of our teaching staff, the difficulties that some 
of our pupils were experiencing in gaining the fundamental and basic 
principles of reading were diagnosed and remedial measures formu- 
lated. It is with a great deal of pleasure that we take this opportun- 
ity to thank Dean Donald D. Durrell and Doctor Helen Blair Sullivan 
and her able staff of assistants for the excellent help and advice and 
resulting inspirational endeavor on the part of the administration 
and faculty. 


Our Secondary Schools 


There have been some interestingly progressive changes in our 
secondary curriculum during the past few years due not only to the 
necessities of a nation at war but also to the result of careful thought 
and planning as far as possible for the future. It is naturally neces- 
sary that our so-called basic courses as well as our “war emergency” 
courses be almost continually under a program of evaluation with 
respect to meeting the present and future day needs of the individual. 
Recently, such a phase of secondary education as physical fitness has 
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become more highly developed than ever before with emphasis being 
placed on health, sanitation, and first aid as well as physical condi- 
tioning. Basic language skills, mathematical skills, and the applica- 
tion of scientific principles are receiving more concentrated effort. 
Occupational skills, in so far as present conditions allow, have 
received more than ordinary attention. The greater development of 
our guidance program, tending to bring about proper orientation, has 
already proved itself. This year, as a result of schedule adjusting, 
it has been possible to place our art teacher again on a full time pro- 
gram at the junior high school and to increase the number of periods 
for art education in its many phases in the senior high school. In 
keeping with these many changes it has been necessary to purchase 
some new equipment, texts, and other necessities, and it is evident 
that our materials and equipment compare more than favorably with 
many of the secondary schools in this as well as other localities. It 
is up to us to see that our schools continue to stay in the higher 
educational bracket. 


The war, even though the United Nations have made almost 
unheard of progress both in Europe and in the Pacific Areas, is far 
from over, and it is important that our schools continue to do the 
excellent work that they have done in the past in helping our country 
as well as our allied nations to bring about a cessation of warring 
activities and to promote a lasting peace. With all the stress and 
strain that has been placed upon schools in our all-out war effort, it 
is certain that the standards of our Class A system have not been 
lowered, but that our educational offerings from the seventh through 
the twelfth grade have become more practical and beneficial to our 
youth. Your attention is called to the various charts of Part II, the 
statistical division of this report, and to the excerpts from the reports 
of the junior and senior high school principals, respectively. 


Junior High School 


“In my last report I outlined changes being made in the reading 
program to care for the teaching of certain fundamental skills, such 
as: ability to find the main idea of a selection, grasp of organization, 
ability to see details that support the main idea, improvement in rate 
of reading and a knowledge of word meaning. An extensive testing 
program was carried out with selected divisions, and an attempt was 
made to find out whether a skill acquired in one situation was readily 
adapted and usable in a similar situation. It was found that only 
when specific, definite instruction was given in the particular skill 
was there any carry over in another subject. Social Studies had been 
selected as a subject in which essential reading skills should be devel- 
oped. Work is being carried on in the grade seven Social Studies 
program to strengthen the skills acquired in Developmental Reading. 


“It has recently been said that not knowledge but the use of 
knowledge should be a chief aim. We read glowing accounts of 
teaching done in specialized army schools, about short term courses 
in which, by means of special methods, a two year course is com- 
pleted in a few months. Visual and audio aids are used extensively 
in these courses. However, educational experts who have taken these 
courses find the results have been greatly exaggerated. Certain 
specific skills can be quickly taught, but a well rounded development 
of the subject for general purposes is neglected. There is no sub- 
stitute for a competent teacher. However, the effectiveness of the 
teacher may be increased by adequate equipment, particularly audio 
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aids and visual aids. As the pupil needs guidance, so does the teach- 
er so that the well-rounded development of the pupil will be cared 
for. 


“It appears that increased consideration can well be given to cer- 
tain mathematical values. An enlarged shop program for boys and 
girls will become increasingly necessary. If it becomes necessary to 
retain our pupils until eighteen years of age or completion of high 
school, as many leaders now advocate—to forestall unemployment— 
we must be prepared to offer new values to those who, due to failure 
in the ordinary academic work, would leave school at sixteen years 
of age. Perhaps this is the time to consider once more a general 
vocational department for boys and girls where a number of market- 
able skills can be taught in short courses much more interestingly and 
valuable to certain young people than knowledge acquired from 
books. Undoubtedly there will be an over-abundance of help in cer- 
tain trades, and training in these trades should be avoided.” 


Senior High School 


“We have taken the long-range point of view and have constantly 
emphasized the value of a high school diploma and the need for edu- 
cated, highly trained personnel in industry and in the Armed Ser- 
vices. In compliance with the request of the War and Navy 
Departments, boys are urged to remain in school until graduation. 
In many instances our eighteen-year-old boys have been advised to 
take advantage of the ruling of the Selective Service Board, permit- 
ting them to defer induction until after graduation. 


“As stated in the report of last year, one of the first appeals 
made by the Army and Navy to secondary schools was for the teach- 
ing of more mathematics. We have attempted to meet this demand 
by insisting that all sophomore boys not enrolled in a college mathe- 
matics course take a course in Fundamentals of Arithmetic, and that 
all junior and senior boys not enrolled in junior and senior college 
mathematics courses take a course in Vocational Mathematics. In 
this way it is expected that no boy will go through the Natick High 
School without taking each year a course in mathematics commen- 
surate with his ability. In compliance with the U. S. Army request, 
we furnish each boy before induction with a copy of the Pupil War 
Inventory Card. This card is for the purpose of aiding the Army in 
classifying the boys at the time of induction. The inductee does not 
receive credit for his pre-induction courses at Natick High School 
unless he has this card in his possession at the time of induction. 


“In order to increase the efficiency of our Physics classes we 
have this year scheduled all our classes in such a way that we no 
longer use the Physics laboratory but are now using this room purely 
as a laboratory for the conducting of experiments. The advantages 
gained are already quite evident. Pupil fatigue from sitting on the 
high stools is eliminated. It is now possible to set up apparatus 
needed over a period of weeks without danger of breakage, as the 
room, not being used for other classes, may be locked when not in 
use. There is also a saving of hours of the instructor’s time in set- 
ting up, taking down, and storing away the apparatus each day, which 
was necessary when the room had to be used for other classes. The 
instructor now has an opportunity to give special help to students, 
and pupils who miss work through absence find it possible to make 
up work much more easily. The room is also used by students in 
practicing Radio Code, and another very valuable use of the room is 
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for testing and making minor repairs to sound equipment and for 
showing previews of films. 


“The First Aid Course which was formerly taught to all pupils 
in English classes one day each week is now scheduled for pupils in 
their study periods. Pre-induction training calls for increased 
instruction in English, and the need for a maximum amount of 
instruction in that subject cannot be overemphasized. By relieving 
the English Department from the necessity of giving up one-fifth of 
its time to the teaching of First Aid, we have relieved its teachers 
of the handicap under which they were working. At the same time 
we have not sacrificed our classes in First Aid but have, instead, 
broadened the scope of the subject to include Health and Sanitation.” 


Our Art Department 


- Art in our schools has seemingly taken on a new significance and 
has developed extensively during the past year. The knowledge and 
past experience of our comparatively new art staff have not only 
evolved new pupil-interest but have been of valuable help in many 
ways to the entire school system as well as to the community. 
Excerpts from the report of the art supervisor are given below. 


“It is rather difficult at this early stage to write a report of this 
department because I have been employed in the Natick school 
system only during the past four months. However, it is quite evi- 
dent that the pupils on a whole seem to have a good basic art train- 
ing and are certainly very responsive to art in all of its many forms. 
Teachers and principals, in fact, all employees of the school depart- 
ment have been most cooperative and have helped in many ways to 
make my initiation into the system a very pleasant one. 


“The general procedure for the elementary division of pupils con- 
sists of color combined with design, including center and axial 
balance, repetition and alternation; design combined with lettering; 
lettering combined with figures and objects as in poster work and 
illustration; and illustrations combined with Art Appreciation. This 
program will be interspersed in the elementary classes with lessons 
prepared in cooperation with the elementary teacher involving the 
use of patterns, scissors, paste and paint, designed to give zest to art, 
decoration to the classroom, and fun to the child. In the senior high 
school, it seems advisable to allow the student a certain latitude in 
the choice of work, some choosing design; some, fashion drawing; 
some, posters; some, cartooning; and many pastels. The plan of 
procedure seems to be working successfully. Eighty students attend 
the classes which are to some extent informal, and already many 
creditable art projects have been completed. 


“The over-all aim of the Art Department is to produce an appre- 
ciation of beauty and order, and to give the child a working knowl- 
edge of art materials which he can use to advantage in future years. 
Therefore, with the generous amount of materials provided, and with 
the continued cooperation of all concerned, we should have an abun- 
dant harvest in the field of art.” 


Our Health and Physical Education Departments 


Health education and the development of physical fitness are 
definitely important factors contributing to the general well being of 
the individual. Such education and fitness are brought about through 
the cooperation of the school doctors, nurse, teachers, parents, and 
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students, and is developed through the instruction and guidance of 
the child so that he may build and maintain a body physically alert, 
conserve and improve his health, establish habits of healthy living in 
school and throughout life, promote satisfactory habits and attitudes 
among parents and friends, and so that he may help to improve the 
community life of the future. Excerpts from the report of the school 
nurse and supervisor of physical education may be found below. 


The School Nurse 


“During the past school year our two school doctors have exam- 
ined two thousand two hundred fifty-one (2251) children, and many 
defects have been corrected. Following is a list of statistics relative 
to my work as the school nurse.

“This year a Home Nursing Class for Senior High School girls 
was started. Forty-two girls completed the twenty week course, and 
eleven girls who graduated in June have entered the nursing pro- 
fession.” 


The Supervisor of Physical Education 


“The physical education program in the public schools of Natick 
has been improving each year. At present each boy and girl in our 
schools has a yearly medical examination; his eyes, height and weight 
are checked, and a careful record is kept of his general health. 
Besides his health record, his physical achievements for each grade 
are recorded, and at the completion of grades 2, 4, 6, 9 and 12, a 
series of skill tests are given to all pupils on strength, agility, balance, 
coordination and general physical ability. A record of the boys’ 
athletic ability from the fifth grade on is kept for the benefit of the 
coaching of varsity sports. Coaching methods of varsity sports teams 
are passed down into junior varsity, junior high and elementary 
school teams so that the same fundamentals are taught throughout 
the school system. This systematic coaching arrangement is under 
the supervision of the physical education department. 


“The elementary schools have a fifteen minute program of 
physical education each day under the direction of the classroom 
teacher, guided by the physical education instructor who conducts 
classes at regular intervals. The material covered includes singing 
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and active games, rhythms, folk dancing, gymnastic exercises, stunts 
and skills. The boys in the fifth and sixth grades can take part in 
organized games of touch-football, basketball, and baseball on Satur- 
day mornings throughout the year at the junior high school. Morn- 
ing recesses have organized play programs while the afternoon recess 
is given over to free play. 


“Physical education for the seventh, eighth, and ninth grade girls 
and boys includes two weekly periods of physical activities and one 
classroom period of theory. For grade seven the classroom theory is 
health and hygiene; for the eighth, first-aid; and for the ninth, ethics. 
The physical education activities for the girls are marching tactics, 
exercises, rhythms, skills in apparatus work, stunts, and skills in 
tumbling. The boys’ program includes skills in football, soccer, bas- 
ketball, baseball, track, marching, exercises, apparatus, stunts, 
tumbling, wrestling and games. The intramural program allows 
every girl to take part in kickball, basketball or softball, while the 
boys can play touch-football, basketball or softball. 


“The senior high school physical education program for girls is 
elective, and those who elect to take it are allowed two periods each 
week. The program includes gymnastic exercises, badminton, vol- 
leyball, basketball, softball and archery skills, folk dancing and games. 
An after-school sports program is conducted two afternoons each 
week, at which time the skills and games taught in the classroom are 
carried out in the form of games and contests. 


“Every boy in the high school is required to take five periods of 
physical education each week, which includes one period of health 
education. The program is a vigorous one designed to place the boys 
in top physical condition with a thorough knowledge of skills in 
tumbling, boxing, wrestling, apparatus, and marching. Game skills 
in basketball, volleyball, fistball, soccer, baseball and softball are 
taught to develop cooperation and team work. Varsity and junior 
varsity teams as well as interclass games allow practically every boy 
a chance at competitive sports. Being a student teacher during 
gymnasium period and being a student-coach of the elementary 
school team give a number of boys the chance to show their ability 
in handling younger boys and to evidence leadership which is of 
great value not only in the gymnasium and on the playground but 
through school and future life.” 


Our Music Education 


Parts of our program of music education have developed exten- 
sively and at the same time very satisfactorily over the past year. 
The glee clubs, chorus, and bands have performed admirably. The 
music department head, of five years’ service in the Natick schools, 
left last June to accept a new position. Our schools are now under 
the direction of a new supervisor whose extensive experience and 
knowledge in the field of music will undoubtedly be of great help and 
value to not only the school system but to the community as a whole, 
and with cooperative effort on the part of all—administrators, teach- 
ers, pupils, and parents, it is certain that the future possibilities of 
music education in our school system are practically unlimited. Parts 
of the music supervisor’s report are given for your consideration. 


“The following is a report of the Music Education Department 
as it is coordinated in instrumental and vocal work in the elemen- 
tary grades, the junior and senior high schools. 
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“The vocal work in the grades is carried on by the grade teachers 
from the assignments of the music supervisor. Considerable tech- 
nical work is given in the grades, but not to the extent of out-weigh- 
ing the aesthetic beauty of singing. Vocal instruction is given in the 
junior high school, and is supplemented with a splendid cantata at 
Christmas and Easter. The high school all-girl chorus is organized 
for the highest standards in choral achievements, and will no doubt 
surpass them as they have in the past. Instrumental instruction is 
given by two instructors, one giving instruction to beginning students 
on band and orchestral instruments, the other being in charge of the 
junior high orchestra and Cadet band. The high school orchestra, 
band and ensemble groups are under the direction of the music 
supervisor. At present our high school orchestra is below the stand- 
ard of the average orchestra found in high schools with an enroll- 
ment as large as that of Natick; therefore, considerable work must 
be done to develop this unit.” 


Developmental Work 


For more than two years a helping teacher, perhaps better termed 
a developmental teacher, has been used throughout the elementary 
system for the purpose of aiding those pupils who are experiencing 
some difficulty in gaining basic fundamentals of elementary school 
education, particularly in the field of reading. Definite advantages 
and growth are evident. 


During the past year the schedule of visitations was changed 
from a daily visit approximately once a week to a two-week period 
at each school. This method of procedure has proved to be more 
advantageous to the pupils involved and significant results have been 
forthcoming. 


In carrying on this work the case histories of pupils, selected by 
teachers for consideration after consultation with their principal, are 
checked and continually referred to relative to the over-all necessity 
of individual help. The developmental teacher reports that during 
the school year one hundred pupils were helped; six in arithmetic, 
a group of eight in phonics and ear training, and eighty-six in other 
phases of reading according to individual needs. It has been found 
that an average of two pupils from each room are given develop- 
mental work during this specified period. Occasionally at the end of 
a two-week period pupils who showed sufficient improvement were 
returned to their regular groups and were replaced by two others 
who needed particular help. A record relating to the concentrated 
effort and success in the phase of work necessary is kept of each 
child. Results are made available to his teacher with certain sug- 
gestions for work until the next visitation. In schools where adequate 
space was available several pupils were given drill in groups; this is 
possible in only a few schools. Part of this department’s work dur- 
ing the months of April and May was to assist elementary teachers 
in the giving, scoring, interpretation, and in the use of the results 
obtained from the Metropolitan Achievement Tests which were given 
at this time. After compilation of data and results, it was found that 
achievement was above the norms throughout the country. 


Developmental work in the elementary grades has proved so 
successful and significant during the past year, it is possible that, due 
to the increased interest of elementary teachers in the improvement 
of reading as well as other phases of modern education, this phase of 
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our elementary program may be eventually taken over by each 
individual school or group of schools depending upon existing con- 
ditions. /

Our School Athletics 


The athletic division of our educational program is practically 
confined to the senior high school, even though the basic principles 
and fundamentals of various sports and games are also taught in the 
elementary and junior high schools. It is true that the upper grades 
of our elementary schools as well as the junior high school itself have 
representative teams, properly supervised, in some sports, and that 
inter-school and inter-class competitions are sponsored; but at the 
same time, the school system of Natick is represented in the field only 
by the varsity and junior varsity teams of the Senior High School. 
Passages from the report of the faculty manager of athletics are 
quoted below. 


“During the past year the Natick High School Athletic Associa- 
tion has sponsored four sports: football, basketball, hockey and 
baseball. Tennis, golf and track have been abandoned for the dura- 
tion because of the loss of several coaches who have joined the 
service and the difficulties of transportation. 


“Football continues to dwarf all other sports as far as financial 
return and organization are concerned. Three teacher-coaches are 
employed to develop and train the boys in this most popular school- 
boy sport. That the labors of this organization have proved their 
worth may be judged from the success of the current team which has 
won eight out of ten games, tied one and lost one, although it was 
composed principally of sophomores and juniors. A junior varsity 
team fully equipped has played a regular schedule, and considerable 
progress has been noted. Enjoying more or less success, last year’s 
basketball team played an eleven-game schedule. However, the boys 
were unusually green and with the valuable experience gained are 
expected this year to put Natick back among the state’s most suc- 
cessful teams. The hockey team, finishing second for the third year 
in a row, lost only two games in a ten-game schedule in 1943 and 
1944. The past few years they have practiced on the Oblate rink 
whenever it has been available to them. The 1944 baseball team, 
reaching the state finals at Braves Field for the second time in three 
years, was crowned with triumph. 


“The transportation of athletic teams will be a major problem in 
1945 because of the new ruling just released which prohibits the use 
of a school bus for such purposes. Thus, we are faced with a 
dilemma since public utilities prefer that we do not use their already 
crowded facilities. Private cars have always been recognized as 
dangerous, and yet, all branches of the Service request that sports 
be continued in order to develop the youth of America. Our equip- 
ment, for the most part, has held up better than that of most schools, 
since we were fortunately well supplied before the present real 
scarcity began. Shoes, cleats and practice jerseys have been our only 
shortage, and while we have been able to get a sufficiency of them, 
the quality has been inferior for the price paid. Additional uniforms 
were spurchased so that we now have two complete sets of thirty 
uniforms. Sixteen more heavy hoods were added to our equipment; 
thus giving us almost enough to completely supply every uniformed 
player. We enjoyed our best year financially during the school year 
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“43-44” due principally to the Framingham-Natick game which was 
the best monetary return in the history of our athletic teams. Bas- 
ketball more than paid for itself. In baseball the response to our 
annual drive for funds for that sport was most heartening, as eighty 
five per cent of the sports followers contacted returned a dollar to 
defray the expenses of that sport which netted a return of approxi- 
mately $225.00. Hockey was the only losing sport, costing the treas- 
ury about $300.00. Last spring the Sports Night, as arranged by the 
physical education department, saw the biggest crowd ever provide 
sufficient funds for the Jacket Fund. This fall the Sports Dance for 
the same fund witnessed the most popular dance in seven years, as 
the members of the Teen Town Club, sponsored by the Natick 
Mother’s Club, more than swelled the attendance. 


“In conclusion I report that the athletic association is in a 
‘healthy’ condition and could be improved only by various physical 
additions which may be possible in the near future. I am referring 
to a better practice and game football field, additional basketball 
facilities, a hockey rink and more storage rooms. If the present plans 
for the athletic development in the neighborhood of Dug Pond are 
accepted by the Town, most of our problems will disappear, and we 
will compare favorably with other towns in many ways.” 


Our School Lunch Program 


The school lunch program available to pupils in some of our 
outlying elementary schools has been operated by! the town in con- 
junction with the War Food Administration and sponsored by the 
State Department of Education and Public Welfare since April 1943. 
The lunches, as originally developed under the Works Progress 
Administration, have been served to our pupils since October 21, 
1940. From September 1943 through June 1944, forty-eight thousand 
five hundred and ten (48,510) hot lunches were served the children 
at Felchville, East and West Natick Schools. Lunches were served 
one hundred sixty-six days with an average attendance of ninety-one 
at West Natick, one hundred twenty-seven at Felchville and seventy- 
four at East Natick, which makes an average daily attendance in the 
elementary division of two hundred ninety-two. The Class A meals, 
that are served, provide at least one-third of the day’s nutritive 
requirements and cost approximately twenty-three cents of which 
ten cents is paid by the pupil, nine cents is paid by the Federal 
Government and four cents is paid by the town. 


Patronage of the junior high school cafeteria has increased tre- 
mendously during the past year and a half, and a great majority of 
pupils avail themselves of the Class A meals that are served daily 
under the direction of the school dietitian. In the high school, due 
to the facts that the noon recess is a free period, that present facili- 
ties are inadequate, and that pupils are allowed to leave the building 
to obtain their lunch, it seems inadvisable to establish a “hot lunch” 
at this time. However, should the time come when a new senior high 
school is erected, it would seem advisable to establish a model cafe- 
teria where an adequate lunch might be served to all; and should 
school building facilities be improved in the elementary system, it 
would be advisable to allow adequate space to develop plans for the 
operation of a lunch program in practically all schools. 


Our Adult Civic Education 
Enrollment in our adult civic education, even though there is at 
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present an increase over the enrollment of last June, has declined to 
some extent as compared to the enrollment of a year ago. This class 
in Americanization, as it has been termed for many years, meets 
regularly on Monday evenings in the Senior High School. The gen- 
eral aim of this program is not only to prepare adult foreign born 
for citizenship through the process of speech, reading and writing 
but to instill proper understanding and respect for their new country 
and to promote the importance of cooperation and regard for their 
fellow men throughout the world as well as in our own democracy. 
The total enrollment during the past year was twenty persons of 
which eight different nationalities were represented—Czech-Slovakian, 
Italian, Armenian, Albanian, Swedish, Canadian, Russian, and Mex- 
ican. Nine of these twenty members were already American citizens 
but wished to learn more about the English language, especially how 
to read and write. Four persons have received their citizenship dur- 
ing the past year and two have taken out their second papers. It is 
expected that enrollment in this class will increase to some extent in 
the not too distant future. 


Our School Attendance 


The record of attendance in our public schools during the past 
year is pleasing. The high percentage of attendance has been main- 
tained and the average percentage is well above ninety. Some 
statistics relating to attendance may be found listed below:

Our School War Activities 


As previously mentioned, there have been numerous changes in 
our educational program as a result in part of suggested activity by 
the war department. Phases of school-war activity that have seemed 
to be immediately effective include war stamp and bond purchases, 
an activity participated in by all school pupils and all members of the 
personnel; participation in various local and national drives including 
the Greater Boston United War Fund Drive, Salvation Army, Red 
Cross, Massachusetts Tuberculosis Association, as well as many 
others; and continued collection of paper and other materials. It is 
undoubtedly of interest to know that through the school department 
$83,663.85 worth of bonds and stamps have been sold during the past 
year and that on “Bundle Day,” October 18, 1944, seventy-nine bags 
or practically one ton of clothing was collected and sent to aid many 
children of the Allies. During the latter part of September and early 
October, the pupils of our elementary schools collected more than 
eight thousand milk weed pods. These were hung up to age and dry 
at the various schools, and when they were collected for shipment, 
it was found that approximately ninety sacks of pods or material for 
over forty-five life-jackets had been made available for our armed 
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forces. The contributions made by many of our pupils and teachers 
through various departments and schools in helping to entertain 
soldiers at the Cushing General Hospital, and in preparing materials 
and gifts for service men located at government camps or stations, 
as well as those stationed on board ship and in various other locali- 
ties, are deserving of attention. Surely such activity is indicative of 
the willingness, the ambition, the cooperativeness—the spirit of our 
schools. 


General 


Even though the enrollment in the senior high school has 
decreased to some extent during the past year, you will notice, as 
evidenced in Chart 4 of Part II of this report, that the enrollment - 
in the junior high school as well as in the elementary and kinder- 
garten schools has increased, producing an overall increase of slightly 
less than one hundred pupils. This general increase in school popu- 
lation will undoubtedly continue for some years to come, and we 
must be prepared to care for this situation. The department found 
it necessary to add an additional teacher to its elementary staff last 
year and undoubtedly will need two more teachers in this field next 
year. Kindergartens, as mentioned before, have proved themselves 
to be a definite and necessary part of any educational system, but 
due to limited facilities it is rather difficult at present to increase the 
number of units in our own system. 


Many emergencies have occurred during the past year, and it has 
been necessary to expend money for their repair. Fortunately, in a 
way, some materials planned for were not obtainable, thereby mak- 
ing sums of money, thus involved, available for these unexpected 
repair items, some of which include—replacement of tubes in boiler, 
brickwork in boiler, repair of lavatories, repair of cesspools, repair 
of electric wiring and lights, replacement of radiators, and many 
others. The number of emergency requirements seems to be increas- 
ing each year, and it should be definitely understood that there is 
immediate need of the erection of new elementary school buildings 
and a progressive program of school housing facilities. The town of 
Natick can surely benefit by new up-to-date school buildings, and it 
is hereby recommended that an article authorizing the moderator to 
appoint a School Housing Committee be prepared for the next town 
meeting; this committee to consist of laymen and a representative of 
the school committee for the purpose of studying the existing school 
housing conditions with authority to recommend in the near future, 
at a special town meeting, if necessary, a school building program for 
the town of Natick which shall start as soon as possible and shall 
terminate in a complete modern and efficient group of school build- 
ings for our town. 


Audio-Visual aids that have gained more and more recognition 
over the past few years have now been definitely placed in the cate- 
gory of necessities by practically all educators. This part of the 
educational procedure should include sound and silent projectors, film 
strip machines, maps, charts, slide and picture projectors as well as 
other “aids,” such equipment to be used not as a substitute for teach- 
ing but as a definite aid to the teacher in presenting his subject and 
as an aid to the pupil in obtaining a clear understanding of the matter 
in question. Material in this field should not be confined only to the 
secondary school level but should eventually be made available to 
all schools. It is true that our system has some of this equipment 
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at present, but a definite plan should be put into operation whereby 
old equipment may be renovated and new equipment may be pur- 
chased at regular intervals. Efficient use of such equipment can be 
accomplished only when suitable resources are immediately available, 
and it is therefore recommended that a comparable visual and 
auditory library of films, slides, and other materials be developed at 
the same time. The proper use of the almost limitless supply of free 
visual and auditory aids, made available by thousands of businesses 
throughout the United States, can be accomplished only through a 
department equipped well enough to take advantage of these offer- 
ings. 


The various phases of public school education, whether it be the 
maintenance division, the scholastic program, building procedure, 
teaching staff, or janitorial work must continually be under observa- 
tion with the purpose in mind of efficient progress, and mentioned 
above are only a few thoughts and suggestions relative to the future 
success of public school education in Natick. We are definitely in a 
period of planning for post war projects, and as has been said, “He 
who is ready with his plans, when the time comes, will be the bene- 
ficiary.”’ Let us not miss this opportunity. 


Conclusion 


A report of this nature coming from a department dealing with 
practically all of the youth of our town could not be brought to a 
close, particularly this year, without acknowledging and expressing 
our appreciation for the excellent work done by the various organiza- 
tions throughout the town in aiding and guiding our young men and 
women in their recreational activities. The term “juvenile delin- 
quency” is comparatively an unknown quantity in our town, and I 
take this opportunity to thank the East Natick Men’s Club, the 
Parent-Teacher Group, and the Mothers’ Club for their hard work 
and fine contribution in making some supervised day-play and 
evening activity and entertainment available to the great majority of 
the “teen-age” youth in our town. 


In closing Part I of my report may I say that I believe this year 
to have been one of unusual progressive advancement, and I offer 
my sincere appreciation for the assistance and cooperation given me 
by your committee, the administration, teachers, and other members 
of our school department.

REPORT OF THE LIBRARIAN 


The third year of war has passed without any definite promise 
that victory will be ours in 1945. What will one or more years of 
war mean to libraries? Already the quality of the materials that go 
to make up our books is inferior and prices are in many cases higher. 
The threat of a paper shortage seemed almost fulfilled in November, 
when many of the publishers had closed down because their quota 
of paper for the year had been used. However there was still a large 
supply of books on the market, and there was only an occasional 
book, usually a best-seller, that could not be bought somewhere in 
the city. Should there be a real shortage of new books it would seem 
like a calamity but might be a blessing in disguise. It would give us 
a chance to renew our acquaintance with authors that have stood the 
test of time. 


Morse Institute has been much more fortunate than many 
libraries for war has made no change in our personnel. Our circula- 
tion this last year has gained somewhat in spite of the fact that our 
young people are still being drafted and that those on the home front 
are working long hours under adverse conditions. 


Our outstanding innovation for the year 1944 was the initiation 
of Library lectures. The idea originated in a desire to stimulate 
interest in subjects that would lead to the reading of books of non- 
fiction: science, post-war problems, history, travel, etc. and the fic- 
tion of literary value. 

The librarian was encouraged to call two meetings at which the 
subject was discussed, and dates set for a course of six lectures, to 
be held in our small hall on every other Wednesday evening. Six of 
our townspeople agreed to give us of their time and talent. The lec- 
tures were given in the following order: February 2nd, “Mainsprings 
of World Politics’ by Mr. Dyke L. Quackenbush; February 16th, 
“Literary Landmarks of a World in Revolt” by Professor Thomas 
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Sheehan; March lst, “Psychology and Society” by Rev. Frederick 
W. Alden; March 15th, “Library casts Light on War and Peace” by 
Mr. Harry E. Grigor; March 29th, “Education, its Part in the Future” 
by Mr. E. Davis Woodbury; April 12th, “Foreign Correspondents, 
20th Century Historians” by Rev. Waldemar Argow. We felt it had 
been a successful venture and that we were warranted to continue 
with another series. 


Then during the summer came the decision to have the lectures 
of 1944-45 season set at dates that would avoid both the winter storms 
and the Christmas and Lenten activities. So our first lecure, given 
by Dr. William Healy, of the Judge Baker Guidance Centre of Bos- 
ton, was on September 27. Members of the Parents-Teachers asso- 
ciation were anxious to hear him. Fearing that our small hall would 
not be large enough to accommodate such an audience we were 
kindly given the use of the High School auditorium. 


* October 11th was Mrs. Grigor’s “Across the World on the Flying 
Carpet of Travel Books; October 25th, “A Survey of Employment 
Prospects After the War” by Mr. Royal Parkinson, Labor Relations 
Counselor of Boston; November 8th, “Electronics Today and Tomor- 
row” by Mr. Leland Hollingworth, head of the science department in 
the Brookline High School; November 29th, “Some Authors I Have 
Met” by Dr. Getchell of Boston University and Massachusetts Insti- 
tute of Technology; December 6th, “New Paths to Understanding” by 
Dr. McCorison of the National Conference of Christians and Jews. 


Altogether within the year we have had twelve very interesting, 
very worthwhile lectures and all but two were given by residents of 
Natick. In publicity for the lectures we were ably assisted by the 
art and printing departments of our High School. We cannot be 
grateful enough to all who have cooperated in this adult education 
venture. 


During the year your Jibrarian has attended two institutes held 
for teachers and librarians by the Department of Education. One 
was on the subject of Public Relations and the other on Adult Edu- 
cation work with the Foreign Born. As a result of the latter meet- 
ing we have added to our loan collections of Italian and Greek books, 
one on Easy English. 


In October the Massachusetts Victory Book Campaign sent out 
an urgent appeal for books for the ships of our Navy. In December, 
from gifts brought in during the vear, we were able to send two 
boxes of sixty books each—one fiction and one non-fiction. All were 
new or practically new and were thoroughly up to date and interest- 
ing reading. The Howe Express Company was kind enough to take 
them to Boston free of charge. 


For our reference room we added this year: “Composers of 
Today” by David Ewen, Ayer’s “Directory of Newspapers and Peri- 
odicals,’ “World Book Encyclopedia” 19 volumes, “Materials Hand- 
book” by G. S. Brady, “Who Was Who in America,” “Who’s Who 
in America,’ “Book of Saints” by the Benedictine Monks, and three 
encyclopedia annuals. 


There has been very little change in our magazine list. We had 
dropped “Hobbies” at the end of 1942, but there were so many 
requests for it during 1943 that we again subscribed for it last Janu- 
ary. At that time we gave up “House Beautiful.” 

As for some years “Advance” and the “Missionary Herald” came 
to us as the gift of Miss Bertha Randall; “America” from the Cath- 
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olic Woman’s Club; “Catholic Digest” from Judge and Mrs. Quinn ; 
“Church Militant” from St. Paul’s parish; “Federation Topics” from 
the Woman’s Club; “Christian Register” from Mr. Horace B. Gale; 
“National Historical Magazine” from the Natick Chapter of the 
D.A.R.; “Forth” from the Woman’s Auxiliary of the Episcopal 
Church; “Zion’s Herald” from Mr. Herman T. Gammons and the 
Sunday N. Y. Times from Mrs. Marjorie Frye. The “Churchman,” 
“Herald of Holiness,” “Signs of the Times” and the “Watchman 
magazine” were again given us. 

The “Elks,” “Life and Health,” “Living Tisue,” “National 
Humane Review,” “Rotarian” and “Rosicrusian Digest” are still given 
us by their respective organizations or publishers. 


We should like to express our gratitude to Mr. Frank O. Brown, 
Miss Alice Foster, Mr. Horace B. Gale, Mr. Roy A. Goulding, Mrs. 
Thomas Mulholland, Miss Bertha H. Merrill, St. Patrick’s Catholic 
Book Club, Rev. Guy Wayne and Mrs. Lewis Whipple for books pre- 
sented to us. This year the American Legion Auxiliary has given us 
money for four books in memory of members who have died. We 
extend our sincere sympathy to the relatives and friends of those 
who have gone. 


The gifts of flowers from Mrs. Harry Bosworth, Miss Lucille 
Brooks, Mrs. Horace Gale, Mr. Alexander Lucey and Mrs. George 
Sweet were beautiful, and gave pleasure to both the staff and the 
public. 


We wish again to thank Mr. and Mrs. Daniel Wight for their 
kindness in supplying us with the year’s Natick Bulletin for binding. 


The Natick Bulletin and the Natick Herald have followed their 
usual custom of supplying us with their respective papers for which 
we express our appreciation. We are very grateful for the space 
given us for our column. We realize that often it presents a real 
problem to the editors. 


The report of the Young People’s Librarian follows: 


“This year, because of unusual library interest, we found it 
necessary to have three classes in Girl Scout badge work. Classes 
started in January, covering a ten week period for each class, the 
final group ending in April. The girls were taken to the Boston 
Museum of Fine Arts and Harvard University—the required museum 
trips for the Scout Badge work. 

“The annual reading contest was held in May. Through the 
courtesy of Church and Dwight, Inc., we were able to present the 
winning contestants a set of very colorful bird pictures. We felt 
this contest very worthwhile as it increased the child’s interest in 
both books and birds. 

“Mrs. Burleigh has the weekly Tuesday story hour and under her 
capable direction it has steadily increased in popularity. She has used 
not a few original ideas which have proven most successful. 

“School book collections have been sent out at regular intervals 
and summer supplementary reading was supplied for the scout camps. 

“Mrs. Burleigh and Mrs. Frye visited the elementary schools dur- 
ing Book Week. Short stories were told and the newest books were 
discussed and displayed. 

“Weekly visits to the Junior High School by the Adult and 
Young People’s departments continue.” 
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We are still closing the West Natick Branch at six instead of 
eight o’clock. The number of borrowers there did not seem to justify 
the additional two hours even in the summer. The combined circu- 
lation of the three branches has increased somewhat as the follow- 
ing figures show.

If as some people tell us 1945 is to be the most momentous 
year in the history of our civilization I am glad that I am to have 
some part however small, in the work that is ahead of us. I should 
like to thank the staff and Mr. Swanson for their loyalty and cooper- 
ation in the year that is past.
